The mistake in naming the island Borneo 
arose from the Portuguese navigators who when they 
first visited and asked its name, the natives in reply 
gave that of a province adjoining them, the sound 
of which resembles that of the name Borneo, and 
the sailors ignorantly applied itto the whole island 

It 1s situated directly under the equator, the line 
running, in one place, within one quarter of a mile 
of some of the dwellings of the missionaries. ‘The 
climate is equal, the thermometer ranging from 76 
deg. to 86 deg. and in mid-summer, provided the 
inhabitant remains in his dwelling, is not as oppres- 
sive as it is in this country. 

‘The population numbers about 3,000,000, nineteen- 
twentieths of whom are Dyaks; the rest are Malays, 
Chinese, Arabs &e.,—the Malays being next in num- 
ber to the Dyaks. The appearance of the inhabitants,
